INTERNATIONAL CURRENCY

In conclusion, it was suggested 
that the continued employment of 
2 man of this disreputable type 
would not be conducive to the 
maintenance of good relations be- 
tween Italy and the United King- 
dom.. 

The Ambassador replied that he 
himself was quite unaware of. the 
existence of the individual in 
question, and expressed ‘his most 
grateful thanks for the informa- 
tion, which he regarded as likely 
to prove of great benefit. to Anglo- 
Italian _— relations, Subsequent, 
however, to this warning Italian 
propaganda on the alleged supply 
of dum-dum ammunition by Bri- 
tish firms was. revived through 
publication in the Italian press of 
the letter which Lopez had him- 
self dictated ‘to the Secretary of 
the Managing Director of Messrs.
